It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations 
and amendments.

of Common Prayer of the Church of England. In which it wdll 
also appear that this Church is far from intending to depart 
from the Church of England in any essential point of doctrine, 
discipline, or worship ; or further than local circumstances re- 
quire.

or Holy Communion, are distinct Services, and may he 
used either separately or together ; Provided^ that no one 
of these Services he habituSly disused. ' 

The Litany may be used either in place of the Prayers 
that follow the Fmyer for The President of the United 
States in' thQ Order for Moining Prayer, or in place of the 
Prayers that follow the Collect for Aid against Perils in 
the Order for. Evening Prayer. , 

On any day when Mqrning and Evening Prayer shall 
have been said or are to be said in Church, the Minister 
may, at any other Service for which no form is provided, 
use such devotions as shall at his discretion select 
from this Book, subject to the direction of the Ordinary, 
For Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed by 
the Civil or by the "Ecclesiastical Authority, and for 
other special occasions for which no Service or Prayer 
hath been provided in this Book, the Bishop may set 
forth such Form or Forms as he shall think lit, in. which 
case none other shall be used. 

THE ORDER 

HOW THE PSALTER IS APPOINTSH) TO BE READ. 

T he Psalter shall be read through once every month, 
as it is there appointed, both for Morning and for 
Evening Prayer. And when a month hath one-and- 
thirty days, it is ordered that the same Psalms shall be 
read on the last day of the said month which are ap- 
pointed for the day li>efore. 

The Minister shall, on the days for which they are ap- 
pointed, use the Proper Psalms, as set forth in the Table 
of Proper Psalms. But M>te, That, on other days, in- 
stead of reading from the Psalter as divided for Daily 
Morning and Evening Prayer, he may read one of the 
Selections set out by this Church,

THE ORDER HOW THE REST OP THE, HOLY SCRIP- 
TURE IS APPOINTED^TO BE READ. 

T he Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons, 
and the New Testament for the Second Lessons, at 
Morning and Evening Prayer thronglioiit the Year, 

And to know what Lessons shair be read every day, 
look for the day of the month in the Calendar following, 
and there ye shall find the Chapters that shall he read 
for the Lessons both at Morning and at Evening Prayer ; 
except only the Movable Holy-days, which are not in the 
Calendar; and the Immovable, where there is a blank 
left in the column of Lessons; the Proper Lessons for 
all w^hich days are to be found in the Table of Proper 
Lessons. 

If in any Church, upon a Sunday or Holy-day, both 
Morning and Evening Prayer be not said, the Minister 
may read the Lessons appointed either for Morning or 
for‘Evening Prayer. 

At Evening Prayer on Sunday, the Minister may read 
the Lesson from the Gospels appointed for that day 
of the month, in place of the Second Lesson for the 
Sunday. 

^Hpoh any day for which no Proper Lessons are pro- 
vided, the Lessons appointed in the Calendar for any day 
in the same week may be read in place of the Lessons 
for the day. 

On Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, especially ap- 
pointed, and on occasions of Ecclesiastical Conventions 
and of Charitable Collections, the Minister may appoint 
such Lessons as he shall think fit in Ms discretion,

W HEN the moi'iiiiig was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took coun- 
sel against Jesus to put him to death : and when 
they had bound him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pilate the governor.' 
Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he 
saw that he was condemned, repented himself, 
and broug'ht again the thirty pieces, of silver 
to the chief priests and elders, saying, I have 
sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they said, What is that to us? see 
thou to that. And he cast down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himself. And the chief priests took 
the silver pieces, and said, It is not lawful for 
to put them into the treasury, because it is the 
price of Mood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, to bury 
strangers in. Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. Then was 
fulfilled that v/hich was spoken by Jeremy the 
proprhet, saying, And they took the thirty pieces 
of silver, the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of Israel did value; 
and gave them for the potter’s field, as the Lord 
appointed me. And Jesus stood before the 
governor: and the governor asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the Jews? And Jesus 
said unto him, Thou sayest. And when ha 
was accused of the chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto 
him, Hearest thou not how many things they 
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‘witness ag*aiiist.tiioe?' And lie answered him to 
me¥er a word; insomuch that the governor mar- 
velled greatly. No w at that feast the go prnor 
■was wont to release unto the people a prisoner^ 
whom thev would. And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Barabbas. Therefore when they 
were gathered together, Pilate said unto them. 
Whom will ye that I release unto you ? Barabbas, 
or Jesus which is called Christ ? h 'or he knew that 
for envy they had delivered him.^ When lie was 
set down on the judgment seat, his v/ife sent unto 
him,' saying, Have thou nothing to do with that 
Just man: for I have suif ered many tilings this 
day in a clream because of him. But the chief 
priests and elders persuaded the iniiltitude that 
they should ask Barabbas, and destroy J esus. 
The governor answered and said unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye that I release unto 
you? Thev said, Barabbas. Pilate saith unto 
them. What shall I do then wntli Jesus which is 
called Christ? They all say unto him, Let him 
be criiciiied. And. the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they cried cuit the 
more, saying, Let him be crucified. When 
Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but 
that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the .inultitude, 
sajdng, I am innocent of the blood of_ this just 
person: see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, and on 
our children. Then released he Barabbas unto 
them: and when he had scourged Jesus, he 
delivered him to be crucified Then the sol- 
diers of the governor took Jesus into the com- 
mon hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of soldiers. And they stripped him, and 

E ut on him a scarlet robe. And when they 
,ad platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon 
Ms head, and a reed in his right hand : and they 
bowed the knee before him, and mocked Mm, 
saying, Hail, King of the Jews 1 And they spit 
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upon liim, ,„aii.d took tkereed^ and smote : 

tlie head. , ■ And after that they had. mocked him, 
they took the robe off' from him, and put his oym 
raiment on. him, and led liiin away to crucify 
him. And as they came out, they found a man 
of Gyrene, Simon KY namer him they compelled 
to hear Ms cross. And when they were come 
unto U' place called Golgotha, that is' to say, . a 
' place of a skull, thejr gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gMl : and when hehad tasted there- 
. of, he would not drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, casting lots: that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet. They j)arted my garments among them, 
and u]}oii my vesture did they cast lots. And 
sitting down they watched him there ; and setup 
over his head his accusation written, THIS IS 
JISUS THE KING OF THE JEWS.^ Then 
were there two thieves crucified with him, one 
on the right hand, and another on the left. And 
they that passed by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, and saying, Thou that destroy est the tem- 
ple, and buildest it in three days, save thyself. 
If thou be the Son of God, come down from the 
cross. Likewise also the chief priests mocking 
him, with the scribes and eiders, said, He saved 
others ; himself he cannot save. If he be the 
King of Israel, let him now come down from 
the cross, and we will believe him. He trusted 
in God; let Mm deliver Mm now, if he will 
have him : for he said, I am the Son of God. 
The thieves also, which were crucified with 
Mm, cast the same in his teeth. Now from the 
sixth hour there was darkness over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
Mi, lama sabachthani? that is to say, My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me? Some 
of them that stood there, when they heard that, 
said, This man calleth for Elias. And straight- 
way one of them ran, and took a spunge, and 
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filled it witli vinegar, and: put it on,. a reed, and 
gave Mm to drinM Tlie rest said,. Let be,, let 
■■ IIS see wbether . Elias will come, to , save Mm. 
Jesus, when be bad cried again ivitb a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. And, behold, the veil of 
the temple was rent in twain, from the; top to 
the bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent; and the graves were opened; and 
many bodies of the saints ' which slept arose, 
and came out of the graves after his resurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto Diiiny. Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching Jesus, saw 
the earthquake, and those things that wei^e 
done, they feared greatly, saying, Truly tMs 
was the Son of God.

A FTEB two days was the feast of the pasS'

And Jesus said, I am: andye shall see the Son 
of man sitting on the right hand of power, ^d 
coming in the clouds of heaven. ^ Then the high 
priest rent his clothes, and saith, What need 
we any further witnesses? ye have heard fh© 
blasphemy: what think ye? And they all con- 
demned him to be guilty of death. And soM© 
began to spit on him, and to cover his face, and 
to "buffet him, and to say unto him, Propne^j 
and the servants cdd strike him with the 
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©f their hands. And as Peter was beneatli ia 
the palace, there.cometh'one of the maids of the 
high priest: and. when she saw Peter ■ warming 
himself, she looked upon him, and said, And 
thou also'wast with jesus' of Nazareth. But he 
denied, saying, I knovYuot, neither understand 
I what thou sayest. And he went out into the 
porch ; and the cock crew. And a maid saw 
him again, and began to S€ty to them that stood 
by, This is^ one of them. And he denied it 
again. And a little after, they that stood by 
said again to Peter, Surely thou art one of 
them : for thou art a Galilman, and thy speech 
agreeth thereto. But he began to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not this man of whom 
ye speak. And the second time the cock crew« 
And Peter called to mind the word that Jesus 
said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, thou 
slialt deny me thrice. And when he thought 
thereon, he v/ept.

T he Lord God hath open.ed mine ear, and I 
was not rebellious, neither turned away 
back. I gave my back to the smiters, and iny 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair : I hid 
not my face from shame and spitting. For the 
Lord God will help me ; therefore shall I not 
be confounded : therefore have I set my face 
like a flint, and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. He is near that justiiieth me; who 
will contend with me? let us stand together : w’ho 
is mine adversary? let him come near to. me. 
Behold, the Lord God will help me ; who is he 
that shall condemn me? lo, they all shall wax

This shall ye have of mine 
hand ; ye shall lie down in sorrow. , ' 

The Gospel.^ St. Mark xv. 1.* 

A nd straightway in the morning the cMef 
- priests held a consultation with the elders 
and scribes and the whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, and delivered 
him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him,. Art 
thou the King of the Jews? And he answer- 
ing said unto him, Thou sayest it. xiiicl the 
chief priests accused him of many things; but 
he answered nothing. And Pilate asked him 
again, saying, Answerest thou nothing? behold 
how many things they witness against thee. 
But Jesus yet answered nothing; so that Pilate 
marvelled." Now at that feast he released unto 
them one prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 
Atid there was one named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that had made insurrection 
with Mm, who had committed murder in the 
insurrection. ^ And the multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do as he had ever done 
unto them. But Pilate answered them, saying, 
Will ye that I release unto you the King of 
the Jews? For lie knew that the chief priests 
had delivered him for envy. But the chief 
priests moved the people, that he should rather 
release Barabbas unto them. And Pilate 
answered and said again unto them. What will 
ye then that I shall do unto him whom ye call 
the King of the Jews And they cried out 
' again, Crucify ' him.: : Then, Pilate said unto 
them, Why, what evil hath he done? And 
they cried out the more exceedingly, Cru- 
cify him. And so Pilate» willing to content 
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fi ! the people, released Barahhas unto: them, and 

''j * ■ ■ , delivered Jesus, when lie had. scourged' him, 

'ir' to be crucified...' And the soldie.rs led him 

i .] away into the hall, called Prsetorium; and 

'I : they .call together tho whole hand. And they 

\ clothed him. with purple, and platted a .crown 

' I i of thorns, and put it about his head, and hegaii 

' ^ to salute him, Hail, King of the Jews! And 

they smote him-' on the head with a reed, and 
did*' spit upon him, ' and bowing their knees 
worshipped him. And vrben they had mocked 
him, they took off the purple from him, and 
pukhis own. clothes on him, and led him^ out to 
crucify him. And they compel one -Simon a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of the 
counti’y, the father of Alexander and Eufiis, 
to bea.r his cross. And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, The 
place of a skull. And they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh : hut he received it 
not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, casting lots upon them, 
what every man should take. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And the 
superscription of his accusation was written 
over, THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with 
Mm they crucify two thieves ; the one on his 
right hand, and the other on his left. And the 
scripture was fulfilled, which saith, And he was 
numbered with the transgressors And they 
that passed by railed on him, w^agging their 
heads, and saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, save thy- 
self, and come down from the cross. Likewise 
also the chief priests mockingsaid among them- 
selves with the scribes, He saved others ; himself 
he cannot save. Let Christ the King of Israel 
descend now from the cross, that we may see 
and believe. An d they that were crucified with 
Mm reviled him. And when the sixth hour 
ivas/ come, there was darkness over the' whole 
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la^nd: until tlm iiiiithliour.^ And at the nmtk. 
tour JesTis cried . witli a loud, voice, sayiiig', 
Eloi, Eloij.lama sabacM,li.aiii?'-wluch is, being' 
interpreted, My God, my God, .why hast. tlioii: 
forsaken me ’? And some of them that stood' .h'y, 
when they heard it, said, Behold, he ■ calletli 
Elias. . And one' ran and. filled a spnnge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink, saying, Let alone; let us see whether 
Elias'will come to take him down. And ^ Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, and gave up the ghost. 
And the veil of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom. And when the 
centurion, which stood over against him, saw 
that he sO' cried out, and gave up the ghost, lie 
said, Truly this man was the Son of God. , 

iBijimeshas before Easier. 

The Ex^istle. Heb. h:. 16. 

W HERE a testament is, thei’o must also of 
necessity be the death of the testator. 
For a testament is of force after men are dead: 
otherwise it is of no strength at all while the 
testator liveth. Whereupon neither the first 
testament was dedicated without hlood. For 
when Moses had spoken every precept to all 
the people according to the law, he took the 
Mood of calves and of goats, with water, and 
scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both 
the book and all the^peopi6, saying, This is the 
blood of the testament which God hath en- 
joined unto you. Moreover, he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the ministry. And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood ; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. It v/as there- 
fore necessary that t e patterns of things in 
the heavens should be purified with these ; but 
the heavenly things themselves with better 
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Sacrifices .than -these. For. ..Gfii'ist is not. eii™ 
tered into 'the holy' places made lyitii handSj- 
which are the fig;iires of the true; but into 
heaven itself, now to a,ppear in the p.resence of 
Grod for us: nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest eiiteretli into the 
holy place every year with blood of^ others; 
for. then must he often have suffered since the 
foundation of the world but now once in the 
end of the world hath he apiieared to put away 
^in by the sacrifice of himself. And as it is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the jud<^ment: so Ghrist was once orrered to 
bear the sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. 

The Gospel St. Luke xxii. 1. 
l^OW thefeast of unleavened bread drew ni^h, 
JjI which is called the Passover. And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how they might kill 
him; for they feared the people. ^ Then entered 
Satan into Judas surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. And lie went his way , and 
communed with the chief priests and captains, 
how he might betray him unto them. ^ And they 
were glad, and covenanted to give him money* 
And he promised, and sought opportunity to be- 
tray him unto them in the absence of the multi- 
tude. Then came the day of unleavened bread, 
when the passover must be killed. And he 
sent Peter and John, saying, Go and prepare 
us the passover, that we may eat. And they 
said unto him, Where wilt thou that we pre- 
pare? And he said unto them, Behold, when 
ye are entered into the city, there shall a man 
meet you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow 
him into the house where he entereth in. And 
ye shall say unto the goodman of the house, 
The Master saith unto thee, Where is the guest- 
chamber, where I shall eat the passover with my 
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disciples ? ^ And he sliail shew you a large upper 
room. furnished.: there make ready. And they 
went, and found as he had said unto them :■ and 
they made ready the passover. And when the 
hour was come, he sat down, and the twelwe apos- 
tles with him. And he' said unto ■ them, With 
desire I have desired to eat this passover with 
you before I suffer: fpr I say unto you,' I will 
not any more eat thereof, until it he fulfilled 
in the kingdom of God And he took the cup, 
and gave thanks, and said, Take this, and di- 
vide it among* yourselves: for I say unto you,. , j ;1 

I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until | | 

the kingdom of God shall come. And he took 
bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave 
unto them, saying, This is my body which is 
given for you:" this do in remembrance of me. 

Likewise also the cup after supper, saying, 

This cup is the new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. But, behold, the hand 
pf him that hetrayeth me is with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of man goeth, as it 
was determined: but woe unto that man by 
whom he is betrayed 1 And they began to en- 
quire among themselves, which of them it was 
that should do this thing. And there was also 
a strife among them, which of them should be 
accounted the greatest And he said unto 
them, The kings of the Gentiles exercise lord- 
ship over them; and they that exercise author- 
ity upon them are called benefactors. But ye 
shall not be so : but he that is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. For whether 4s 
greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth? is not he that sitteth at meat? but I 
am among you as he that serveth. Ye are they 
which have continued with me m my tempta- 
tions. And I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me ; that ye may 
©at and drink at my table in my kingdom, ani 
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siton tlirones, judging tlie twelve tribes of Israel. 

And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan 
Mtli desired'to have you, that hemaj sift you as 
wheat : but I have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not; and when thou art converted., strength- 
en thy brethren.' And he said; unto him, Lord, I 
am ready to go ■with thee, both into prison, and 
to death. And he said, I tgll thee, Peter, the cock 
shall not crow this day, before that thou shalt 
thricedeny that thou kno'west me. And he said j 
■unto them, When I sent yon -without purse, and 

scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any thing? And they 

said. Nothing. Then said he unto them, But 
now, he that hath a purse, let him take it, and 

likewise liis scrip : and lie that liatli no sword, 
let Mm sell his garment, and buy one. For I say 
unto von, that this tliatis written must yet be. ac- 
complished in me, And he was reckoned among , 
the transgressors : for the things concern ing me „ 
have an end. And they said, Lord, behold, here 
are two swords. And he said unto them, It is 
enough. And he came out, and went, as he was 
wonb to the mount of Olives; and his disciples 
also followed him. And when he i/vas,at the 
place, he said unto them, Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. And he was v/itii drawn from 
them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled down , and 
prayed, saying, Father, if thou be willing, re- 
move this cup from me: nevertheless not my 
will, but thine, be done. And there appeared 
an angel unto him from liea^ an, strengthen ing 
him. And _being in an agony he ^prayed more 
earnestly: and his' sweat was as it were great 
dropsof blood falling down to the ground. And 
when he rose up from prayer, and w^as come 
to his disciples, he found them sleexiing for 
sorrow, and said unto them, ^ Why sleep 
tise and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. 
And wMle he yet spake, behold a multitude, 
and he that was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, and drew near unto 
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Jesus to kiss : Mm, Biit Jesus.- said unto Mm, 
Judas, l3etrayest„'tlioii the Son of man with a 
kiss? When they which were- about him saw 
what would, hollow, they- said unto. Mm, Lord, 
shall we smite with the sword? And one of 
them smote the servant of the Mgh priest,, and 
cut off his right ear. And Jesus answered and 
said, Suffer ye thus. far. And he touched Ms 
ear, and healed him.’ Then Jesus said unto 
the chief priests, and captains of the temple, 
and the elders, which w.ere come to him, Be ye 
come out, as against a thief, with swords and 
staves? When I was daily with jou in the 
temple,, ye stretched forth no hands against 
me: but" this is your hour, and the power of 
darkness. Then took they him, and led him, 
and brought him into the high priest’s house. 
And Peter followed afar off. And w^hen they 
had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, 
and wei’e set down together, Peter sat down 
among them. But a certain maid beheld him 
as he sat by the fire, and earnestly looked 
upon Mm, and said, This man was also with 
him. And he denied him, saying, Woman, I 
know him not. And after a little while an- 
other saw him, and said, Thou art also of 
them. And Peter said, Man, I am not. And 
about the space of one hour after another con- 
fidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow 
also was with him : for he is a G-alilsean. And 
Peter said, Man, I know not what thou sayest. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter. And Peter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had said unto him, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And 
the men that held Jesus mocked him, and 
smote him. And when they had blindfolded 
Mm, they struck him on the face, and asked 
him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that smot©

tliee? '. And .many- other things biasphemoiislj 
spake they against him. And as soon as it 
was day, the eiders of the people and the chief 

f riests and the scribes came ^ together, and led 
im into' their council, saying, Art thou the 
Christ? tell us. And he said unto them, If I 
tell you, ye will not believe: and if I also ask 
you, ye will not answer me, nor let me :go^ 
Hereafter shall the Son 5f man sit on the right 
hand of the power of God. Then said they, 
all, Art thou then the Son of God? And he said 
unto them, Ye say that I am. And they said, 
What need we any further witness? for w« 
ourselves have heard of his own mouth. 


TJie Epistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

I N this that I declare unto you I praise you 
not, that ye come together not for the bet- 
ter, but for the worse. 'For first of all, when 
ye come together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and I partly be- 
lieve it. For there must be also heresies among 
you, that they which are approved may be made 
manifest among you. When ye come together 
therefore into one place, this is not to eat the 
Lord’s supper. For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper : and one is hungry, 
and another is drunken. What? have ye not 
houses to eat and to drink in? or despise ye the 
church of God, and shame them that have not? 
What shall I say to you? shall I praise you in 
this? I praise you not. For I have received 
of the Lord that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus the same night in 
which he was betrayed took bread: and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat : this is my h dy, which is broken for 
yous this do in remembrance of me. After the 
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gamemanner also '.lietook the cup, when he had S - 

supped, saying*, , This cup is the new 'testament/ 
in my hlood : . this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, 
in reinemhraiice' of me. -For as often 'US ye eat 
this, bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
li>rd’s death till he come. Whei^ef ore whosoever , ' . , ' | 

shall eat .this, bread,, and driak .-this cup of .the'' 

Lord, unworthily, shap be guilty of ' the body 
and blood of the Lord. But let a m.an examine' 
himself, and so let him eat. of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he that eateth and 
driiiketh un-wortliily, eateth and drinketli dam- 
nation to himself, .not discerning the Lord’s 
body. For this cause many are weak and sick- 
ly among you, and many sleep. For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should not be Judged. 

But when" we are judged, we are chastened of 
the Lord, that we should not be condemned 
with the world. Wherefore, my brethren, 'When 
ye come together to eat, tarry- one' for another. 

And if any man hunger, let Mm eat at home; 
that ye co'me not together unto condemnation® 

And the rest will I set in order when I come. 

The GospeL St. Luke xxiii. 1. 

T he whole multitude of them arose, and led 
him unto Pilate. And they began to accuse 
Mm, saying, We found this fellow ])erverting 
the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to 
Caesar, saying that he himself is Christ a King. 

And Pilate asked Mm, saying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? ^ And he answered Mm and 
said, Thou sayest it. Then said Pilate to the 
cMef priests and to the people, I find no fault 
in this man. And they were the more fierce, 
saying, He stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee 
to this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, 
he asked whether the man were a Galilsean. 

And as soon as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Mm to Herod, who 
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Mmself also was at' Jerusalem at tliat time. 
jAnd when Herod saw Jesus, he was .exceeding' 
glad : for he was desirous to see him of a long 
season, because he had heard many things of 
Mm ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle 
done hj him.. ' 'Then he questioned with hiin in 
many words ; .but he answered him nothiii'g., 
jAnd the chief priests and^scribes stood and vehe- 
mently accused him,. And Herod with his men 
of war set him at nought, and mocked him, and 
arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and sent liiin 
again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together: for before 
they were at enmity between themselves. And 
Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
priests and the rulers and the people, said unto 
them. Ye have brought this man unto me, as 
one tliat per verteth the people : and, behold, I, 
having examined him before you, have found 
no fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: no, nor yet Herod: for 
I sent you to him; and, lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will therefore chas- 
tise him, and release him. (For of necessity he 
must release one unto them at the feast.) And 
they cried out all at once, saying, Aw’-ay with 
this man, and release unto us Barabbas: (who 
for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) Pilate there- 
fore, willing to release Jesus, spake again to 
them. But they cried, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? I have 
found no cause of death in him : I will there- 
fore chastise him, and let him go. And they 
were instant with loud voices, requiring that 
he might be crucified. And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. And Pilate 
gave sentence that it should be as they required. 
And he released unto them him that for sedition 
and murder was cast into prison, whom they 
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iiad desired:;..' but: lie delivered Jesus- to.tii.eir 
•will. ■ .And,, as. ,thej:.led 'him away,' they laid, 
bold Tipon one- Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out ■ 
of the eoimtry, and on Mm they laid the .cross, 
that he might bear it after Jesus. And there 
followed him a great company of people, and 
of women, which also bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jesus turning unto them said, 
Daughters of JerusaMn, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your children. 
For, behold, the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the paps which 
never gave suck. Then shall they begin to say 
to the mountains, Fa)l on iis; and to the hills, 
Oover us. For if they do these things in a green 
tree, what shall be done in the dry ? And there 
were also two other, malefactors, led with him 
to be put to death. ^ And vv hen they were come 
to the place which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the malefactors, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left. Then said 
Jesus, Father, forgive them; for they know not 
what they do. And they parted his rai raent, and 
cast lots. And the people stood beholding. And 
the rulers also with them derided him, saying, 
He saved others ; let him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. And the .soldiers also 
mocked him, coming to him, and oiferiiig him 
vinegar, and saying, If thou be the king of the 
Jews, save thyself. And a sui^erscription also 
was written over him, in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed on him, saying, If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us. But the 
other answering rebuked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same 
condemnation? And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the. due reward of our deeds: but tMs 
man hath done nothing amiss. And he said 
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mnto Jesus, .'Lord, remember me wben tbou ! 
comest into . thy kingdom. ■: And Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To day shalt ; 
thou, be with me in paradise. And it was about 
the sixth hour, and there^was a darkness oyer ( 
all the earth until the ninth hour. ' And the 
sun was darkened,^ and the veil of the temple ■ 
was rent in. the - midst. And when Jesus had 
cried with, a loud voiced' he said, Father, into i 
thy hands I commend my spirit : and having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost. Now when , 
the centurion saw what was done, he glorified ' 
God, saying, Certainly this was a righteous 
man. ' And all . the people that came together 
to that sight, beholding the things which were 
done, smote their breasts, and returned. And 
all his acc£uaintance, and the women that fol* ■ 
lowed him from Galilee, stood afar- off, behold* 
ing these things.

The Epistle. Heh. x. 1. 

T he law having a shadow of good thing’s to 
come, and not the veiy image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices which they oi- 
fered year hy year continuallymakethe comers 
thereunto perfect. For then would they not 
have ceased to be offered? because that the wor- 
shippers once purged should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of sins every 
3 ’'ear. For it is not possible that the blood of 
liulls and of goats should^ take away sins. 
Wherefore when he cometh into the world, lie 
saith, Sacrifice and offering thou wonkiest not, 
hut a body hast thou prepared me: in burnt 
offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had 
no pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of me,) to do 
thy will, O God. Above when he said. Sacrifice 
and offering and burnt offerings and offering 
for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst j)leas- 
ure therein; which are offered by; the law; 
then said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the first, that he may establish 
the second. the which will we are sanctified 

through the offering of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all. And every priest standetb dailY 
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':'ministerin'g* ■ and oifering oftentimes tiie same 
sacrifices,."- which can nevei" take away sins : Wt' 
this man, -after he" had offered one, sacrifice for 
sins for ever, sat down on the rigdit hand of 
God; from henceforth expecting* till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool . For by one' offering 
he hath perfected for ever them that are sane-, 
tified. . Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a vfit- 
ness to us: for after that he had said before, 
This is the covenant that .1 will make with them 
after those days, saith the Lord, I will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in their minds ■will 
I write them; and their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. Now where remis» 
sioii of these is, there is no more offering for sin. 
Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath consecrated for 
us, tlirough tlie veil, that is to say, his flesh; 
and having an high priest over the house of 
God ; let u's draw near with a true heart in full 
assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
irem an evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. Let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without 'wavering ; (for he is 
faithful that promised;) and let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and to good works : 
not forsaking the assembling* of ourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of some is ; but exhorting 
one another: and so much the more, as ye see 
the day approaching. 

The Gospel. St. John xix. 1, 

P ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged 
him. And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put on 
him a. purple robe, and said, Hail, King of the 
Jews! and they smote him with their hands.' 
Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith 
unto them. Behold, I bring him forth to you^ 
that - ye may know that I ' find no. fault in hiTn ,. 
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®iea Dame. Jesus forth., , wearing* 'the crown of 
tlioms, aiicl. the purple robe. ' '■ And Pilate saitli 
lie to tliem, , BelioM the man ! When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw him, they 
cried out, .saying', Crucify - him,, crucify him. 

Pilate sai-th unto them,; Take ye Mm, and " cru- 
cify Mm r for I ffiid no fault in Mm. The .Jews 
answered .him, We haye a law', and by our law 
he ought- to die, -because he made himself the 
Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he 'was the more .af mid ; an.d -went again, 
into the Judgment hall, and saith unto Jesus,. 

Whence art tlioii? But Jesus gave Mm no an- 
swer. Then saith Pilate unto Mm, -Speakest 
thou not unto -me? kno west thou not that I have : 

powertocrucify tli.ee, and have power to release ■■ .' ill 

thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no ;j| 

po weratail against me, except it w^ere given thee 
from above: therefore lie that delivered me unto 
thee hath the gTeater sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release Mm : but the Jews cried 
out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Caesar’s friend: whosoever maketh himself a 
king, speaketli against Caesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the Judgment seat in a 
place that is called the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the passo ver, and about the sixth hour : and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King* 1 But 
they cried out, Away with him, away with Mm, 
crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I 
crucif y your King? The chief priests answered, 

We have no king but Caesar. Then delivered he 
Mm therefore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus, and led Mm away. And hebear- 
ing his cross went forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in the Hebrew 
Golgotha : where they crucified him, and two 
other with Mm, on either side one, and Jesus 
in the midst. And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
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And the -writiiig*, was,. JESUS 
^ X. AZAEETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of ' the Jews: for the 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to 
the city ; and it was ’written in Hebrew, , and 
Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief priests 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King' of 
the Jews; but that he said, I am King* of the 
Jews. Pilate answrered, What I have written 
I have written. Then the soldiers, ivhen they 
had. crucified Jesus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part ; and 
also, his coat : now the coat firas without seam, 
from the top throiigdioiit. They said 
therefore among themselves, Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it shall be : that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, ■which saitli, They 
parted my raiment among’ them, and for my 
vesture they did cast lots. These things there- 
fore the soldiers did. How there stood by the 
cross of Jesus his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleojihas, and Marjr 
Magdalene. When ^ Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mothei*, Woman, behold 
thy son! Then saith he to the disciple, Be- 
hold thy mother I And from that lioiir that dis- 
ciple took her unto his own home. After this, ■ 
esus knowing that all things now ac-- 

complished, that ^the scripture might be ful- 
Iled, saith, thirst. Now there was set a 
vessel full of vinegar: and they filled aspunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and, put 
it to his mouth. - ' When Jesus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and 
he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. The 
Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, 
that the bodies should not remain upon the cross 
on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath day waS ' 
an high day,) besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken . 
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away. Tken came the soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other which /was 
crucified with him. But when they came to 
Jesus, aud. saw that he was dead already,, they 
brake not ,liis legs: but one of the soldiers, with 
a spear pierced his side, and fortliwitli came 
there out blood and water. ' And he that saw ^ 
it bare record, and his record is true and he 
imowetli that he saiih true,- that ye might ,be“ 
lieTe. For these things were done, that the 
scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of him 
’ shall not be broken. And again another scrip- 
ture saith. They shall look on Mm whom they 
pierced.

W HEN the even was come, there came a rich 
man of Arimatlima, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus’ disciple: he went to 
Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. 
And when Joseph had taken the body, he 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it 
in his own new tomb, which he had hewn 
out in the rock: and he rolled a great stone to 
the door of the sepulchre, and departed. And 
there was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over against the sepulchre. Now t&e 
next "day, that followed the day of the prepa- 
ration, the chief priests and Pharisees came 
together unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we remember 
that that deceiver said, while he was yet alive. 
After three days I will rise again. Oommand 
therefore that the sepulchre be made sure until 
the third day, lest his disciples come by night, 
and steal him away, and say unto the people, 
He is risen from the dead: so the last error 
shall be worse than the first. Pilate said unto 
them, Ye have a watch : go your way, make it 
as sure as ye can. So, they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch.

For 
David, after he had served his own generation 
by the will of God, fell on sleep, and was laid 
unto his fathers, and saw corruption: but h^ 
whom God raised again, saw no cormptioaft 
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.Be^ it known nnto you. therefore, men. and., 
brethren, that through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiyeness of sins: and bj^^him 
ail that believe are justifiecl from^ ail things, 
from which ye could not be justified by the 
law of Moses.

For 
the days sliali come upon thee, that thine ene- 
mies shall cast a trench about thee, and com- 
pass thee round, and keep thee in on every 
side, and shall lay thee even with the ground, 
and thy children within thee ; and they shaE 
not leave in thee one stone upon another ; be- 
cause thou knewest not the time of thy visita- 
tion. And he went into the temple, and began 
to cast out them that sold therein, and them 
that bought; saying unto them, It is written.

Mm into Damascus. And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 
A-n d there was a certain disciple at Damascus, 
named Ananias ; and to him said the Lord in 
a vision, Ananias. And he said, Behold, l am 
here, Lord. And the Lord said unto him, i^ise, 
and go into the street which is called Straight, 
and enquire in the house of Judas for one called 
Saul, of Tarsus: for, behold, he prayeth, and 
hath seen in a vision a man named Ananias 
coming in, and putting his hand on him, that 
he might receive his sight. Then Ananias 
answered, Lord, I have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem: and here he hath authority 
from the chief priests to bind all that call on 
thy name.

(yea, a sword shall pierce through tliy own 
soul also,) that the thoughts of many hearts 
may be revealed. And there was one Anna, a 
proplietess, the daughter of Phanuel, of the 
tribe of Aser : she was of a great age, and had 
lived with an husband seven years from her 
virginity ; and she was a widow of about four- 
score and four years, which departed not from 
the temple, but served God with fastings and 
prayers night and day. And she coming in 
that instant gave thanks likewise imto the 
Lord, and spake of him to all them that looked 
for redemption in Jerui^ialem. And when thejr 
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Jiad performed all things according to the law 
ef thel^rd, they returned into Oaiiiee, to their, 
0wti city Namreth.- ■ And the child grew, and 
waxed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom: and 
the grace of God was upon him.

f ut down all rule and all authority and power. 

or he must reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under hisieet.

For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he saith all things 
are put under him, it is manifest that he is 
excepted, which did put all things under hiTn, 
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And when ail things shall be subdued unto him, 

; then shall the Son also himself be subject unto 
Mm that put all things under him, that G-od ma j 
be all in all. Else what shall they do which 
' are baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not at 

all? why are they then baptized for the dead? 
and why stand we in jeopardy every hour? I 
protest by your rejoicing which I have in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after the man- 
ner of men I have fought with beasts at Ephe- 
1 sus, what advantageth it me, if the dead rise 
not? let us eat and drink ; for to morrow we die. 

Be not deceived : evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to righteousness, and 
sin not; for some have not the knowledge of 
I God: I speak this to your shame. But some 
man will say. How are the dead raised up? and 
with what body do they come ? Thou fool, that 
which thou sowest is not quickened, except it 
die: and that which thou sowest, thou sowest 
not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of some other grain: 
but God giveth it a body as it hath pleased 
him, and to every seed his own body. All flesh 
f is not the same flesh; but there is one kind of 
flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. There are also 
celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : but the 
gioryof the celestial is one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial is another. There is one glory 
; of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars : for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. So also is the res- 
urreetionof the dead. It IS sown in corruption; 
it is raised in incorruption : it is sown in dis- 
honour ; it is raised in glory : it is sown in weak- 
ness; it is raised in power: it is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. There is 
I a natural body, and there is a spiritual body. 5 ^. 

And so it is written, The first man Adam was 
mad© a living soul; the last Adam was made a 
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quickening* spirit. . ■ ■ Howbeit tliat was not first 
wMcb is spiritual, but that which is natural ; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. The first man 
is of the earth, earthy: the second man is the 
Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy : and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. And as 
wehave borne the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear theimage of the heavenly. Now this 
I say, brethren, that fiesh and blood cannot in« 
herit the kingdom of God ; neither doth corrup- 
tion inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew you 
a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all fee changed, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall he raised incor^ 
ruptihle, and we shall be changeci For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, and this 
mortal must put on immortality. So when this 
corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought tox>assthe saying that is writ- 
ten, Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory ? The sting of death is sin ; and the strength 
of sin is the law. But thanks he to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.

more had in such reverend estimation, that no man might 
presume to execute any of them, except he were first camd^ 
irkd, examined, and known to have such qualities as are 
requisite for the same; and also by public Jhrayer, with Jw- 
position of Ma7ids, were approved aivd adinilted thereunto by 
lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that these 
Orders may be coniinwed, and reverently used and esteemed 
in this Chwch, no man shall be acco^mied or taken to be a 
lawful Bishop, Friest, or Beacon, in this Church, or suffered 
to execute aiiy of the said Bmictions, except he be called, 
tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according to tm 
ibrm hereafter following, or hath had Episcopal vonsecroi* 
tion or Ordinatiom 

And none shall be admitted a Beacon, Pri£st, or Msfwp, 
except he be of the age which the Canon in that case provided 
, may require, " 

And the Bishop, knowing either by himself, or by suyudeni 
testimony, any Person to be a man of virtuous conversation, 
and without cyi,me; and, after exammxLtkn and trial, finding 
him sxhffiMently vnMructed in the Holy Scripture, and other* 
wise learned as the Canmis require, may, at the times appoints- 
edf, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, in the 
face of the Church, admit Mm a Demon,, in, such manner and 
formasfdilomth.

Art. VII. Of the Old Testament. 

T he Old Testament is not contrary to the New: for 
both in the Old and New Testament everlasting life 
is offered to Mankind by Christ, who is the only Media- 
tor between God and Man, being both God and Man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, which feign that the 
old Fathers did look only for transitory promisees. Al- 
though the Law given from God^ by Moses, as touching 
Ceremonies and iRites^ do not bind Christian men, nor 
the Civil precepts thereof ought of necessity to be received 
in any commonwealth; yet notwithstanding, no Christian 
man whatsoever is free from the obedience of the Coosc- ' 
mandments which are called Moral. 
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Art. VIII. Of the Grek^. 

f HE Creed, and that which Is commonly called 

the Apoailea^ Creed, ought thoroughly to be received 
and believed: for they may be proved by most certain war- 
rants of Holy Scripture. 

Art, IX, Of Original or Birth-Sin, 
I^RIGINAL <?in standeth not in the following of AcZam, 
\J (as the Felagiajie do vainly talkO but it is the fault and 
corruption of the Nature of every man, that naturally is 
engendered of the offspring of Adam; whereby man is 
very fa. gone from original righteousness, and is of his 
own nature inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth al- 
ways contrary to the Spirit; and therefore in every person 
born into this world, it deserveth God’s wrath and dam- 
nation. And this infection of nature doth remain, yea in 
them that are regenerated; whereby the lust of the flesh, 
called in Greek, ^p6vr}fj.a ir«p/cos, (which some do expound 
the wisdom, some sensuality, some the alfeetion, some 
the desire, of the flesh,) is not subject to the Law of God, 
And although there is no condemnation for them that be- 
lieve and are baptized; yet the Apostle doth confess, that 
concupiscence and lust hath of itself the nature of sin. 

Art. X. OfFree-WiU. 

T he condition of Man after the fall of Adam is such, 
that he cannot turn and prepare himself, by his own 
natural strength and good works, to faith, and calling 
upon God. Wherefore we have no power to do good 
works pleasant and acceptable to God, without the grace 
of God by Christ preventing us, that we may have a good 
will, and working with us, when we have that good will. 

Art, XI. Of the Justification of Man, 

W E are accounted righteous before God, only for the 
merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, 
and not for our own works or deservings. Wherefore, 
that w'eare justified by Faith only, is a most wholesome 
Decstrine, and veij full of comfort, as more largely is 
expressed in the ELomiiy of J ustification. 

Art, XII. Of Good Worics, 

ALBEIT that Good Works, which are the fruits of 
Faith, and follow after Justification, cannot put away 
our sins, and endure the severity of God’s jud^ent; yet 
" are they pleasing and acceptable to God in Christ, and do 
spring out necessarily of a true and lively Faith; inso- 
much that by them a lively Faith may be as evidently 
known as a tree discerned by the fruit. 
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Aet. XHL Of Works before Justification, 

» ORKS done before the grace of Christ, and the In- 
spiration of his Spirit, are not pleasant to God, for- 
asmuch as they spring not of faith in J esus Christ; neither 
do they make men meet to receive grace, or (as the 
School-authors say) , deserve grace of congruity: yea 
rather, for that they are not done as God hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we doubt not but they 
have the nature of sin. 

Aet. XIY. Of Works of Supererogation, 
YTOLUNTARY Works besides, over and above, God’s 
V » Commandments, which they call W orks of Superero- 
■ation, cannot be taught without arrogancy and impiety : 
„or by them men do declare, that they do not only render 
unto God as much as they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake, than of bounden duty is required : 
whereas Christ saith plainly, When ye have done all that 
are commanded to you, say, We are unprofitable servants. 

Art. XV. Of Christ alone ivUhout Sin, 

C 1HRIST in the truth of our nature was made like unto 
; us in all things, sin only except, from which he was 
clearly void, both in his flesh, and in his spirit. He came 
TO be the Lamb without spot, who, by sacrifice of himself 
once made, should take away the sins of the world; and 
sin (as Saint e/b/iyi saith) was not in him. But ail we the 
Tc^t, although baptized, and born again in Christ, yet 
offend in many things; and if we say we have no sin, we 
decei ve ourselves, and the truth is not In us. 

Art. XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 

"\TOT every deadly sin willingly committed after Bap- 
j_\ tism is sin against the Holy Ghost, and unpardon- 
able. Wherefore the grant of repentance is not to be 
denied to such as fall into sin after Baptism. After we 
have received the Holy Ghost, we may depart from grace 
given, and fall into sin, and by the grace of God we may 
arise again, and amend our lives. And therefore they 
are to be condemned, which say, they can no more sin as 
long as they live here, or deny the place of f orgiveness to 
such as truly repent. 

Art. XVII. Of Predestination and Election, 

P REDESTINATION to Life is the everlasting purpose 
of God, whereby (before the foundations of Mie world 
were laid) he hath constantly decreed by his counsel 
secret to us, to deliver from curse and damnation those 
whom he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, and to 
bring them by Christ tq everlasting salvation, as vessels^ 
made to honour. Wherefore, they which be endued with 
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so excellent a benefit of God, be called according to God^s 
purpose by his Spirit working in due seasons they through 
Grace obey the calling: they be justified freely: they be 
made sons of God by adoption: they be made like the 
image of his only-begotten Son Jesus Christ: they walk 
religiously in good works, and at length, by God^s mercy, 
they attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestination, and our 
Election in Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, and un- 
speakable comfort to godly persons, and such as feel in 
themselves the working of the Spirit of Christ, mortify- 
ing the works of the flesh, and their earthly members, 
and drawing up their mind to high and heavenly things, 
as well because it doth greatly establish and confirm 
their faith of eternal Salvation to be enjoyed through 
Christ, as because it doth fervently kindle their love 
towards God: So, for curious and carnal persons, lacking 
the Spirit of Christ, to have continually before their eyes 
the sentence of God’s Predestination, is a most danger- 
ous downfall, whereby the Devil doth thrust them either 
into desperation, or into wretchlessness of most unclean 
living, no less perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God’s promises in such 
wise, as they be generally set forth to us in Holy Scrip- 
ture: and, in our doings, that Will of God is to be fol- 
lowed, which we have expressly declared unto us in the 
Word of God. 


Abt. XYIII, Of oUaining eternal Scdmtion only by the 
Name of Christ 


T hey also are to be had accursed that presume to say, 
That every man shall be saved by the Law or Sect 


JL That every man shall be saved by the Law or Sect 
which he professeth, so that he be diligent to frame his 
life according to that Law, and the light of Nature. For 
Holy Scripture doth set out unto us only the Name of 
J esus Christ, whereby men must be saved. 

Art. XIX. Of the Church, 

T he visible Church of Christ is a congregation of faith- 
ful men, in the which the pure Word of God is 
preached, and the Sacraments be duly ministered accord- 
ing to Christ’s ordinance, in all those things that of neces- 
sity are requisite to the same. • 

As the Church of Jerusalem, Alexandria, and Antioch, 
have er»ed; so also the Church of Some hath erred, not 
only in their living and manner of Ceremonies, but also 
In matters of Faith. 


Aet. XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 


‘ fnHE Church hath power to decree Bites or Ceremonies, 
JL and authority in Controversies of Faith: and yet it is 
not lawful for the Church to ordain any thing that is con- 
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enforce anything to be believed for necessity of Salvation, 
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traryto God’s Word written, neither may it so expound 
one place of Scripture, that it be repugnant to another. 
Wherefore, although the Church ,be a witness and a 
keeper of Holy Writ, yet, as it ought not to decree any

Akt. XXII. Of Purgatory . 

T he Romish Doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons, 
Worshipping and Adoration, as well of Images as of 

f Belies, and also Invocation of Saints, is a fond thing, 

t vainly invented, and grounded upon no warranty of 

Scripture, but rather repugnant to the Word of God. 

. ' Abt. XXIII. OfMnistmng in the Congregation, 

i , TT is not lawful for any man to take upon him the office 

1 JL of public preaching, or ministering the Sacraments in 
the Congregationybefore he be lawfully called, and sent to 
execute the same. And those we ought to judge lawfully 
called and sent, which be chosen and called to this work 
by men who have public authority given unto them in the 
Congregation, to call and send 3Imisters into the Lord’s 
vineyard. 

Aet, XXIV. Of Speaking in the Congregation in meh a 
Tongue ae the people underslanaetli. ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 

I T is a thing plainly r^ugnant to the Word of God, and 
the custom of the Primitive Church, to have public 
Prayer in the Church, or to minister the Sacraments, in a 
tongue not understanded of the people. 

Akt. XXV. Of the Sacraments, 

S ACRAMENTS ordained of Christ be not only badges 
or tokens of Christian men’s profession, but rather 
they be certain sure witnesses, and effectual signs of 

f race, and God’s good will towards us, by the which he 
oth work invisibly in us, and doth not only quicken, hut 
also strengthen and confirm our Faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord 
in the Gospel, that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of 
theLord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is to say. 
Confirmation, Penance, Oi-ders, Matrimony, and Extrema 
Unction, are not to be counted for Sacraments of the Gos- 
pel, being such as have grown partly of the corrupt fol- 
lowing of the Apostles, partly are states of life aHowed in 
the Scriptures; but yet have not likenature of Sacra-

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ments with Bajjtism, and the Lord’s Supper, for that they 
have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained of God. 
The Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be 

f azed upon, or to be carried about, but that we should 
uly use them. And in such only as worthily receive the 
same, they have a wholesome effect or operation: but they 
that receive them unworthily, purchase to themselves 
-damnation, as Saint Faul saith, 

Aet. XXVI. Of the Unworthiness of the Ministers^ which 
hinders not the effect of the Sacraments, 
k LTHOUGH in the visible Church the evil be ever 
mingled with the good, and sometimes the evil have 
chief authority in the Ministration of the Word and Sac- 
raments, yet forasmuch as they do not the same in their 
own name, but in Christ’s, and do minister by his com- 
mission and authority, we may use their Ministry, both 
in hearing the Word of God, and in receiving the Sacra- 
ments. Neither is the effect of Christ’s ordinance taken 
away by their wickedness, nor the grace of God’s gifts 
diminished from such as by faith, and rightly, do receive 
the Sacraments ministered unto them; which be effect- 
ual, because of Christ’s institution and promise, although 
they be ministered by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the discipline of the 
Church, that inquiry be made of evil Ministers, and that 
they be accused by those that have knowled^'e of their 
offences; and finally, being found guilty, by just judg- 
ment be deposed. 

Art. XXVII. Qf Baptism. 


B aptism is not only a sign of profession, and mark 
of difference, whereby Christian men are discerned 
from others that be not christened, but it is also a sign 
of Regeneration or New-Birth, whereby, as by an instru- 
ment, "they that-ireceive Baptism rightly are grafted into 
the Church; the promises of the forgiveness of sin, and 
of our adoption to be the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, 
are visibly signed and sealed; Faith is confirmed, and 
Grace increased by virtue of prayer unto God. 

The Baptism of young Children is in anj wise to bo 
retained in the Church, as most agreeable with the insti- 
tution of Christ. 


Aet, XXVIir. Of the LorFs Supper. 


f HE Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of the love 
that Christians ought to have among themselves one 
to another; hut rather it isa Sacrament of our Redemption 
by Christ’s death: insomuch that to such as rightly, wor- 
thily, and with faith, receive the same, the Bread which we 
break is a- partaking of the Body of Christ; and 
the Cup of Blessing is a partaking of the Blood of ChrisA 
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TraBsnbstaBtiatioa (oi?i the change of the substance of 
Bread and Wine) in .the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by' Holy Writ; but is repugnant to the piajn 
words of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, and hath given occasion to .many superstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten, in the 
Supper, only after an heavenly and spiritual manner. 
And the mean whereby the Body of Christ is received 
and eaten in the Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by 
Christ’s ordinance reserved, carried about, lifted up, or 
worshipped. 

Akt. XXIX. Of the Wkked, which eat not the Jhdy of 
Christ in the use of the Lord^s Supper, 

T he Wicked, and such as be void of a lively faith, 
although they do carnally and visibly press with 
their teeth (as Saint Aumstine saith) the Sacrament of 
the Body and Blood of Christ; yet in no wise are they 
partakers of Christ: but rather, to their condemnation, do 
eat and drink the sign or Sacrament of so great a thinar* 
Aet. XXX. Of both Kinds. 

T he Cup of the Lord is not to be denied to the Lay- 
people: for both the parts of the Lord’s -Sacrament, 
oy Christ’s ordinance and commandment, ought to be 
iriinistered to all Christian men alike. 

Aet. XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Christ finished upon 
the Gross, 

T he Offering of Christ once made is that perfect 
redemption, propitiation, and satisfaction, for all the 
sins of the whole world, both original and actual; and 
there is nonp other satisfaction for sin, but that alone. 
Wherefore the sacrifices of Masses, in the which it was 
commonly said, that the Priest did offer Christ for the 
quick and the dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, 
were blasphemous fables, and dangerous deceits. 

Art. XXXII. Of the Marriage of Priests, 

B ishops, Priests, and Deacons, are not commanded 
by God’s Law, either to vow the estate of single life, 
c»r to abstain from marriage: therefore it is lawful for 
them, as for all other Christian men, to marry at their 
own discretion, as they shall judge the same to serve 
'/better to godliness. 

Akt. XXXIII. Of excormminicaU Persons^ how they are to 
be avoided. 

rjlHAT person which by open denunciation of the 
± Church is rightly cut off from the unity of the 
Church, and excommunicated, ought to be taken of the, 
whole multitude of the faithful, as an Heathen’ and 
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Publican, until he be openly reconciled by penance, and 
received into the Church by a Judge that hath authority 
thereunto. 

Art. XXXIV. Of Tr(tdiii<msofth6 Church. 

I T is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be 
in all places one, or utterly like; for at all times they 
h&Ye been divers, and may be changed according to the 
diversity of countries, times, and men’s manhers, so that 
nothing be ordained against God’s Word. Whosoever, 
through his private judgment, willingly and purposely, 
doth openly break the Traditions and Ceremonies of the 
Church, which he not repugnant to the Word of God, and ' 

be ordained and approved by common authority, ought 
to be rebuked openly, -(that others may fear to do the • 
like,) as he that olTendeth against the common order of ? 
the Church, and hurteth the authority of the Magistrate, 
andwoimdeth the consciences of the weak brethren. 

Every particular or national Church hath authority to 
ordain, change, and abolish, Ceremonies or Rites of the 
Church ordained only by man’s authority, so that all 
things he done to edifying. 

Art. XXXV. Of the JBbmilies, 

T he SecondBookof Homilies, the several titles where- 
of we have joined under this Article, doth contain a 
godly and wholesome Doctrine, and necessary for these 
times, as doth the former Book of Homilies, which were 
set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth; and therefore we 
judge them to be read in Churches by the M-inisters, dili- 
gently and distinctly, that they may be understanded of 
the people.

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[This Article is received in this Church, so far as it 
declares the Books of Homilies to be an explication of 
Christian doctrine, and instructive in piety and morals. 
But all references to the constitution and laws of Eng- 
land are considered as inapplicable to the circumstances 
of this Church ; which also suspends the order for the 
reading of said Homilies in churches, until a revision of 
them may be conveniently made, for the clearing of them, 
as w'ell fro*m obsolete words and phrases, as from the 
local references.]

T he Book of Consecration of Bishops, and Ordering of 
Priests and Deacons, as set forth by the General 
Convention of this Church in 1792, doth contain all 
things necessary to such Consecration and Ordering; 
neither hath it any thing that, of itself, is superstitious 
and ungodly. And, therefore, whosoever are conse- 
crated or ordered according to said Form, we decree all 
such to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully consecrated and 
ordered. ^ 

Art. XXXVII. Of the Power of tJie Civil Magistrates, 

T he Power of the Civil Magistrate extendeth to all . 

men, as well Clergy as Laity, in all things tczELporal; 
but hath no authority in things purely spiritual. And We 
hold it to be the duty of all nfen who are professors of the 
Gospel, to pay respectful obedience to the Civil Author- 
ity, regularly and legitimately constitmed.

A® confess that vain and rash Swearing is forbidden 
XI- Christian men by our Lord Jesus Christ, and James 
his Apostle, so we Judge, that Christian Religion doth 
not proljibit, but that a man may swear when the Magis- 
trate requireth, in a cause of faith and charity, so it be 
done according to the Prophet’s teaching, in justice 
Judgment, and truth. ^
